In order to 
this, I muft acquaint you, that I ſet out from

5 that were going to Portugal, with the 
Men of War Detach'd by Sir George Rook from 
the Grand Fleet, to give Notice of his Sailing 
to the Merchants that waited for his Convoy 
in the Month of Jamary laſt; the Wind 
blowing hard at N. E. and came up with him 
off the Lands End, when the Wind began to 


incline ſomewhat Veſterhy, and kept ſhifting it 
ſelf from one Quarter to another without a- 


ny manner of Settlement for ſome Hours. 
However we made all the Sail we could to 
get through the Bay of Biſcay, which by the 
way, is the largeſt in this European World; 
but as Providence would have it, the Wind 


turn'd full Veſtwardly, and ſuch a Storm aroſe, 


(when the Fleet wanted but Ten Hours Sail- 
ing to be out of -all Danger) as had not been 


in thoſe Parts for ſome Years paſt, for a Wind 


full Veſtwardly is uncommon there, the Sailors 


tell me. 
all the Fleet with the Panther that had the 


Prince of Heſſe Darmſtad aboard, and was de- 
tach d by Sir Geo. Rook, to give Notice to the 
Court of Portugal of his Being under Sail for 
Liſbon, ſo you are capable ef giving a better

However as we were in the Van of 
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=” 
in the ſame Ship, was under no ſmall Con- 


ſternation, and whatever merry Conceptions 
of a future State you and I have entertain d 


our ſelves over a Bottle in London with, was 


quite another Man, and look d more like a 
Divine than a Soldier, as I made Vows of a 
good Life after Preſervation, like Mariners 
at a Shipwreck, who return to their old Cour- 


ſes as ſoon as got ſafe to Land. However, 


notwithſtanding the Violence of this Tempe- 
ſtuous Weather, and the Rigour of the Two 
Elements that obſtructed our Paſſage, after 
we had Beat upon the Sea for ſome Days 
without Hopes of getting into Harbour, un- 

leſs we made back again for England, which 
we were loath to do; the Wind ſhifted it ſelf, 
and we paſs'd Cape St. Vincent, and ſteer d up 
the River of Liſbon without any other Da- 
mage, than what had been done to our Rig- 
ging and Maſts. It's incredible to deſcribe 


the Concourſe of People that Crowded down 


to the Sea Shore at Sight of us. The Men of 
War, Merchants, and Tranſport Ships Salut- 
ed the ſeveral Forts as we paſs'd by, and 


were anſwer'd with the ſame Compliments 
from them, till we came before the Capital 


of this Kingdom, where we all drop'd- An- 
chor, having Fir'd three Salvo's each in Ho- 
nour of the King of Portugal, and receiv'd 
the like Civilities from the Town, with for- 
ty one Diſcharges of the Portugueze. Cannon. 
The Burghers were all got to their Arms, 
and the Regular Troops had taken their ſe- 
veral Poſts in order to Receive the New 
B 2 King 
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King, whom they were in Expectation of e- 
very Moment ; but when the News arriv'd 
there of Sir George Rook's being overtaken 
with a Storm in the Bay of Biſcay, their Diſ- 
ſatisfaction was Inexpreſſible; tho! when Mat- 
ters came to be rightly underſtood, and the 
Prince of Darmſtad had been at Court, they 
thew'd a General Contentment. The Prince 
Landed as ſoon as we caſt Anchor before that 
Port, and was Received by the Chief of the 


Nobility with another Diſcharge of the Can- * 


non, as did the reſt of the few Land Forces 


wie brought with ns, who were all put into 


Quarters of Refreſhment, which were very 
Good} as for my Part, I took up my- Lodg 
ing at one Mr. Fackſon's an Enghſbman's in

The Kingdom of Portugal contains firſt, 
Portugal it ſelf.

The Air is very Healthy and Temperate, 
the Country for the moſt Part very Hilly,

the Azores, Madera, the Iſlands of Cape Verde 
Ceuta, and Mazagan in Africa, Supreme Go- 
vernor of the Fortreſſes of Mina and Arquin 
upon the Coaſts of Guinea; with many others all 
along the Coaſts of Congo and Angola, Sofa la, 
aud Mozambequet, beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope, c. The Stile of his Titles big e- 
nough to Vye with the King of Spain's 17 
Kingdoms, could but his Troops do ſo. 

' Yet after all theſe High ſwelling Words, 
notwithſtanding the Character this Prince 
gives of himſelf, the Dutch have worm'd em 
out of the greateſt Part of his Trade, and 
joyntly with the Engliſh, beat em out of 
their chiefeſt Acquiſitions in the Eaff-bdtes ;

fection in Jamaica and. Barbados, and brought 
better Tobacco from their Plantations in 


Virgima, and at a much cheaper Rate. 
However the Revenues of thisKingdom, with 


all the Dependencies belonging to it, are com- 


puted at more than 3 Millions of Crowns, 
which is a Sum not Inferior to the FW O No- 
thern Crowns, Denmark and Sweden, though 


they pretend a Superiority to it. One thing 


is, thoſe Two Princes are Abſolute and In- 
dependent of any Temporal and Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Power, which his Portugneze Majeſty 1s 
not, and from thence are' capable of bring- 
ing what Numbers of Men into the Field 


they pleaſe, when this Prince his Will does 


not go for a Law; and he cannot add to 
his Forces without the Conſent of the Cortes 
or the Aſſembly of the Three Eftates of the 


Kingdoms. He has two Potent Enemies to 


deal with muſt be confeſs'd by all Hands, 


the Revennes of Spain being reckon'd at 24 
Millions of Crowns per 4mm, and thoſe of 
France at between 1o and 11 Millions Sterling; 
but add to the Portugueze ftrength the Wealth 
of the Engliſh and Dutch, and the Support of 
the Grand Alliance, thoſe Two Confederate 


Crowns will weigh much lighter in the Bal- 


lance than may be imagin'd, and you will 


find they have enough upon their Hands in 


withſtanding the United Powers of all Eu- 
rope, to ſuſtain themſelves in their Reſpect- 


ive Soveraignties.

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Theſe Revenues conſiſt chiefly in Cuſtoms, 
Impoſts, c. as ours in England, there being 
very little of Crown Lands here in Portugal, 
if you do not reckon the Duke of Braganza's 
Eſtate, which is very large, (and almoſt e- 
qual to that poſſeſs d by King James the 2d. 
as Duke of Tork)and is now in the Hands of the 
Preſent King Don Pedro the 2d. as Heir to the 
Houſe of Braganza, The Principal Manager 
as our Lord Treaſurer, with Officers of the 
Exchequer, Commiſhoners of the Cuſtoms, 
&c. under him, only theſe laſt have more 
than one Accomptant to ſuper intend their 
Proceedings and Management; which muſt 
needs be better than where it lies in 
the Breaſt of a ſingle Perſon to be Brib'd 
and Confederate with em, as it does with 
our Accomptant General, the Ponſm Dr. at 
Beſides the Royal Council, the Portngueze 
have other Tribunals, as that of the Finances, 
La Meſada Conſcientia; or Council of Con- 
ſcience, Council of War, Cc. and King 
Fobn the 4th in particular eſtabliſhed a ſe- 
parate Tribunal againſt thoſe that ſhould 
be accus'd of Uiſcovering the Secrets of State 
to the Enemy, or that in any other Way 
ſhould afliſt their- Undertakings. There are 
Inquifitions likewiſe held at Lisbon, Coimbra, 
and Evora, Parliaments at Lisbon, and Fort- 
a- Port Generalities called Comaraques, and Al- 
maxarifats in 27 other Places.

The DÞrquifition is a Tribunal or Court E- 
rected by the Popes, for the Examination and 
Puniſhment of thoſe they call Hereticks ; that 
is, who are not of their Perſuaſion. Before 
the Converſion of Conſtantine the Great ; there 
was no other Tribunal but that of Biſhops, 
not only to Examine Doctrines, but alſo to 
Puniſh ſuch as obſtinately adher'd to con- 
demn'd Opinions by Excommunication. Suc- 
ceeding Emperors inſtituted Twq Tribunals , 
one Eccleſiaſtical, which Examin'd and Ex- 
communicated, and the other Secular; which 
inflicted the Puniſhments ordain'd by the 
Imperial Laws; as Bamiſhment, Forfeiture of 
Lands, Cc. Thus Things ſtood till the 
Diviſion in 800, and with little Alteration 
till Gregory IX. in a Council held at Tho- 


louſe in 1229. Eſtabliſh'd New Conftitutions, 


committing the whole Management to the 
Biſhops ; but thinking theſe too Indulgent, 
he gave the Command of his Iguz/ition to 
the Deminicans; who for their Cruel and 
Barbarous Proceedings, were bamiſh'd Tho- 


_ louje, by Count Raymond Protector of the -t- 


brecors , - 
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bigeois ; ſo that this Court was never fairly 
ſettled there, nor in any other part of France: 
All Italy receiv d it except the Kingdom of 
Naples, and all the Dominions of Hain, ex- 
cept that Kingdom and the Netherlands; 
where Charles the 5th, and after him Philip 
the 2d of Spain endeavoured to eſtabliſh it in 
1567, by the Duke of Alva, which occaſion'd 
the loſs of that Part of the Low-Conntrees, 

which is call'd the United Province. 
The Tribal takes Cognizance of Hereſy 
Fudaiſm, Mahometiſm, Sodomy and Poligamy; 
and People ſtand in ſo much fear of it; that 
Parents deliver their Children, Husbands 
their Waves to its Officers, without daring to 


Murmur in the leaſt, The Priſoners are 


ſhut up in frightful Dungeons, where they 
are kept for ſeveral Months, until they 
themſelves turn their own Accuſers, and de- 
clare the Cauſe of their Impriſonment, for 
they are never confronted with Witneſſes: 
Their Friends go in Mourning, ſpeak of em 


as Dead, and dare neither ſolicit their Par- 


don nor come nigh the Priſon; and ſome 
quit the Country leaſt they ſhquld be brought 
in as Accomplices. When there is no con- 
vincing Proof againſt the pretended Crimi- 
nal, he 1s diſcharg d after a tedious Confine- 
ment, and the Loſs of moſt part of his Ef- 
fects, without having any Remedy at Law 
for falſe Impriſonment ; juſt as our ſuſpected 


Perſons in the late Reign, who after having 


ſpent all in durance only to pleaſure fome 


People, who were to make all thoſe of a

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contrary Party as Poor as they could, were 
di\miſs'd to the Enjoyment of their Liberty 
when they had no Effects to enjoy it 
with.

This Sentence, which is call'd Auto de Fe, 
or Decree of Faith, is Pronounc'd every 
Year in Publick with extraordinary Solemni- 
BE which I happen'd to ſee at Liſbon, two 

ays after my Arrival. Where in a more 
than ordinary Manner, they Ere& a Thea- 
tre capable of holding 3000 Perſons, on 
which they place a very Rich Altar, and 
raiſe Seats on each ſide, in farm of an Amphi- 
Theatre, where the Criminals are plac'd, o- 
ver-againſt whom is a High Chair, whither 
they are ſingly cal'd by one of the Iuquiſi- 
tors, to hear their Crimes, and Condemnati- 
on. The Priſoners know their Doom by the 
Cloaths they wear that Day; they that wear 
their own Cloaths are Diſcharg d, but pay a 
Fine; they that have a Santo Benito, or yel- 
low Coat without Sleeves, Charg'd with St. 
Andrew's Croſs, have their Lives, but loſe 
their Effects forfeited to the Royal Chamber, 
and to pay the Expences of the Inquiſſtion; 
they that have Flames of Red Serge Sew'd 
upon their Santo Benito, without any Croſs, 
are convicted of having had their Pardon 
before, and threatned to be Burnt if ever 
they fall again; But they that beſides theſe 
Flames, have on their Santo, Benito's, their 
own Pictures Environ'd with the Figures - 
of Devils, are Condenn'd to Die: They 
that Renounce Julian, and diſcover _ 
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Accomplices, are pardon'd the Two firſt 
Times, but certainly Die if Accus'd a 
Third. The Hiquiſitors being Clergy-men, 
do not Pronounce the Sentence of Death, 
but Form and Read an Act; wherein they 
{ay the Criminal Convicted of ſuch a Crime 
by his own Confeſhon , is deliver'd with 
much Reluctancy to the Secular Power, to 
be Puniſh'd according to his Demerits : This 
Writing they give to Seven Judges, who 
attend at the left ſide of the Altar, theſe 
Condemn the Criminals to be firſt Hang'd, 
and then Burn'd; but Fews are Burn'd A- 
live. The publick Place for Execution here, 
is call'd NRouſt; whither the Confratermty of 
Mercy attend, and pray for the Priſoner. 
The Inquiſition of Goa in the Indies, beyond 
the Gulph of Bengala, is very Powerful, the 
rincipal Hiqui/itor (as I have been told here) 
having more Reſpect ſhewn to him, than ei- 
ther the Arch-biſhop or Vice-Roy: His Au- 
thority reaches over the Layicks, as well as 
Clergy. Such as are found Guilty of Ma- 
gick, have Paper ' Caps in form of Sugar- 
Loaves, cover'd with Flames and the fright- 
ful Shews of Devils; one of theſe was Exe- 
cuted ſoon after my Arrival; but, poor Fel- 
low, he was fo very Ignorant, that I dare 
believe he was no more a Con jurer than my 
ſelf. All the Criminals Clad according to the 
Nature of their Crimes, go in Proceſſion to 
a Church choſen for the Ceremony, and have 
each of them their Godfathers, Reſponſible 1 
Men that walk along with em, and re N 
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blig'd to have em. forth coming after the 
Ceremony is over. The Criminals walk in 
this Proceſſion Bare-footed, and Bare: head- 
ed, holding lighted Tapers in their Hands; 
the leaſt Guilty go foremoſt, after the laſt of 
them that are to be Diſcharg'd, comes he 
that carries a Crucifix with its face towards 
them that go before, follow'd by them that 


are to Die, and ſometimes by Men that bear 


Effigies hanging upon Poles, * together with 
Boxes that contain the Bones of fuch as are 
Repreſented, for the Inquiſition exerciſes their 
Juriſdiction upon the Dead, who if Convict- 
ed of any Grand Crime, have their Bodies 
dug up, and their Bones burn'd. The next 
day after the Execution, the Pictures of the 
Executed are carried to the Dominicians Church, 
the Head is only repreſented upon Flam- 
ing Fire-brands, with their Name, Country, 


-and Quality of their Crimes ; ſome have 


this Motto underneath, Morreo quemado por 
Hereſe relapſo. I Die becauſe I am a relaps d 
Heretick. They that Die aſſerting their In- 
nocence, have theſe Words under their 
Pictures, Por Hereſe Convitto negativo. A 
Convicted Heretick that would not Confeſs. All 
theſe D1guiſitors are nam'd by the King, and 
Configm'd by the Pope's Ball, | 

The Inquiſition of Venice, conſiſting of the 
Pope's Nuncio reſiding there, of the Patriarch 


of Venice, the Father Iuquiſtor, a Franciſcan, 


and Two Senators, without whoſe preſence _ 
nothing can be done, is nothing ſo ſevere as 
this in Portugal, it neither hinders the Greeks

nor Armenians the Exerciſe of their Religi- 
ons, and permits Roman Catholicks to go to 
their Churches to gain Indulgenctes, as they 
call them. They alſo Tolerate Jews, who 
wear Scarlet Caps for diſtinction, Which is 
an Argument that the Lincolns-bm-Fields 
Players with you, don't much ſtand upon the 
Habits of the Countries their Scenes are laid 
in, fince in the Play call'd The Few of Venice, 
they. cloath him as their Rabbies, or Teachers 
are in England.

Tribunal is limited by the States, in fach a 


Manner, that in their Univerſity of Padua, 
Degrees are taken without requirigg the Can- 
didates to make the Profeſſion of Faith order'd 
by the Popes : So that Schiſmaticks, Fews, and 
thoſe they call Hereticks, daily take their

Conſtitution, therefore to fall into another Sub- 
ject, and come to what more nearly con- 
cerns me as a Soldier.

It happen'd the Company of Grena- 
deers that came in the Tranſport Ship that 
brought me to Liſbon, was order'd to Muſter 
near the City, and the King himſelf did em 
the Honour of taking a Review of em, 
which oblig'd the Officers to give His Maje- 
{ty what Diverſion they could : According- 
ly, they divided the Company into Two 
foes, after they had perform'd their Exer- 


ciſe by Beat of Drum, which was a thing 


unknown to the Portugueze before, each Com- 
manded by a Lieutenant, and Engag d, 
Charg'd, and Retreated fo dexterouſſy, that 
the King himſelf, ' and all that attended 
him were Surpriz'd at the Performance. As 
for their Part, both Officers and Soldiers be- 
longing to the Portngueze Nation, by their 
good will, would never have had an' end put 
to this Mock-Combat ; and ever after, hap- 
py was he that could but get into Company

He 1s counted 
the ſtrongeſt Prince in the World, and can 
break a Subſtantial Horſe- ſnoe by the main 


Force of his Fingers, has been Train'd npin 
all Princely Exerciſes, though not much ac- 


quainted with the Practice of War, having 
been only Inſtructed as to the Theory of it, 
Peace being made between the two Crowns 
of Spain and Portugal juſt after he was of 
Years to take the Field, thongh he has made 
War fince that, by his Deputies, with the 
Dntch in Africa and the Indies. He is Aged

By his ſecond Queen Maria Sophia, Daugh- 
ter to the late Duke of Newhargh, and Ele- 
ctor Palatin, who died in 1699, he has four 
Sons, and two Daughters, all Living; the 
Eldeſt Princeſs being deſign'd for the New 


King of Spain, and the Prince Royal for one 


of the Arch-Dutcheſſes. 

Since I am treating of the preſent King, 
it may not be foreign to the Purpoſe, to 
give you what I told you I would fpeak 
more at large of, in relation to the Houſe of 
Braganza, from which he is Illuſtriouſſy De- 
ſcended. And here I ſhall not ſpend my 
Time in deſcanting upon the Right of that 
Family to the Crown of Portugal, but ac- 
> cory you as that Kingdom was at firſt poſ- 
eſs'd by the Spamards, and afterwards de- 


volv'd again upon the Portugneze, fo Cardinal 


Henry the 17th King of Portugal, having no 
Iſſue from his own body, Poſtpon'd the 
Claim of Jobn Duke of Braganza, and De- 


clar'd himſelf in Favour of Philip 2d King 
of Spain, who was approv'd of by the five 


Governours he left to determine the ſeveral 


Candidates Claims after his Deceaſe, Which + 


made the Dominions, Subject to the Spamard 
again till the Reign of Philip the ath, when 
as ſurprizing a Revolution happen'd in fa- 
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vour of His preſent Majeſty, as ever was 
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During tlie Reigns of the zd and 3d Phi- 


lips, the Portugheze ſeeing their Rights Invad- 
ed, and the Spaniards in Places of Truſt 
that belong'd to the Natives, the People 
could not but ſhew their Diſcontent, and 
had Occaſion for ſo doing, particularly the 
Nobility, of whom the Duke of Hraganxa 


was Chief, being more Generons in their 


Reſentments, and Avow'd Friends to the 
Honour aud Intereſt of their Country, began 
to think of Means to get Rid of their New 
Maſters. But Things being not ripe for an 
Inſurrection till the Reign of Philip the 4th, 
in the Year 1640. They conceal'd their In- 
dignation till that Time, when it began to 


ſhew it ſelf after this manner. 


Margaret of Savoy, Dutcheſs of Mantua, 
 Govern'd Portugal at this time, as Vice Queen, 


yet bore only the Title circumſcrib'd within

being Secretary of State, was Abſolute Mini- 


ſter of the Kingdom, and might have been 


- aid to have all the Executive Power in it. 


The Conde and Duke of Olivares was at the 
a ime Chief Minifter at Madrid. A Man 


| of Great Abilities, of. a Deep Inſight in Po- 


liticks, and wholly Devoted to his Maſter's 
Intereſt; which laſt is a Qualification ver 
rare amongſt Courtiers, who rather conſult 
their own. This Conde or Duke, did not want 
Informatiem from the Secretary at * 
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what a great Eſteem the whole Nation in ge- 
neral had for the Duke of Braganza, and how 
weary they were grown of the Spaniſh Yoke. 
He knew that Prince was of a ſoft agreeable - 
Temper, much. given to his Eaſe; his Judg- 
ment rather ſonnd than piercing: That in 
Buſineſs he aim'd at the Main Point, and 
could eaſily dive into ſuch Matters as he ap- 
ply'd himſelf to; but was no mighty great 
Friend to Application. His Father, Duke 
Theodoſins, who was of a fiery Temper, had 
Jabour'd to Ingraft in him his own. Natural 
Averſion to the Spaniards, that he might re- 
gard them as Uſurpers of his Right, and had 
done all that in him was, to inſpire his Mind 
with Ambition and Reſolution enough to 
attempt the Recovery of a Crown which was 
due to him. Duke John had imbib'd his Fa- 
ther's Sentiments, but in ſuch a manner as 
was moſt conſiſtent with his Peaceable and 
Quiet Temper. He hated the Spaniards, but 
net ſo as to feek Revenge with the Expence 
of his beloved Repoſe, was Ambitious, and 
not in the leaſt diffident - of aſcending the .

. patience for it, as his Father had. Hethought 
it enough to keep withinProſpeCt of his Hopes, 
without the hazard of his Eaſe, 'and more 
than private Fortune in Poſſeſſion,” for a.

fame Conſtitution Duke Theodoſius would have

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His Actions were ſo narrowly obſerved by

ing of Spain would never have ſuffer'd a 
Prince, ſuſpected of Affecting the Regal Pow- 
er, to live in the Heart of a Country which 
he made-it his Endeavour to be King of. Na- 


ture made him more Politick than Art had 


done. His Birth, Eſtate, and Affinity to the 
Crown were no Crimes, but his being for- 
midable to his Enemies, and beloved by his 


Friends, was the higheſt Offence, if-meaſurd 


by the Rule of Politicks. All this he was 


not ignorant of, and found there was no way . 


to wipe off that Guilt, but by rendring him- 


ſelf leſs to be fear d, and Appearing wholly 


givenup to his Pleaſure. Nothing was to be 
een at Villa Viciqſa, the Ordinary Reſidence 

of the Duke of Braganxa, but Hunting, Feaſt- 

ing, and ſuch like Country Divertiſement 


as if Nature and Fortune had confpir'd to 
Qualifie him for thoſe Times. In ſhort, ſuch 
was his Courſe of Life, as gave not the Spa- 


xiards the leaſt Umbrage of his Aſpi 


to the Crown, and yet at furniſh'd the 


Portugaeze with H of a Wiſe and 
Mild e ee they themſelves 


ſhould make it their Endeavour to Enthrone

His Conduct could breed no Suſpicion, but 
an Accident that happen'd fome time before, 


when

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when the People of Evora mutiny'd, and in 
the Heat of their Fury, amidſt their Com- 
plaints againſt the Tyranny of Spain, ſome 
Acclamations had been heard among em in 
Praiſe of the Houſe of Braganxa, by way of 
Preference to that of Caſfile. 
Here it firſt appear d how much Philip the 
2d had been miſtaken in leaving within the 
Kingdom, a Family ſo Powerful, and that 
had ſo good a Title to the Crown; which 
Conſideration made him be offer'd the Go- 
vernment of Milan by the Council of Spain 


tho' he modeſtly refus'd it, on account 


his ill State of Health, and the want of be- 
ing SkilFd in the Affairs of Italy; which Ex- 
e they knew to be Artificial, yet notwith- 


ſtanding the knowledge of it, they ſeem d to 


comply with his Reaſons, in hopes with 
ſome other Argument to draw him from For- 
tugal in due time. The King was going at 


the Head of his Army to ſuppreſs a Rebelli- 


on juſt broken out in Cataloma, which made 
the Prime Miniſter write to the Duke by way 
of Advice, That His Majeſty wonld take it 
very well of him, if he would make the Cam- 
paign with him at the Head of the Portugueze 
Nobility ; but he was upon his Guard on 
all Occaſions, againſt any Contrivances what- 
ſoever, and return'd for Anſwer, That he 
was not in a Conditionto defray the Charg- 
es, and ſupport the Grandeur of his Family 
in ſuch an Expenſive Expedition.. 
Theſe Diſappointments did not hinder the 
Proſecution C other Stratagama by _—__ 
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Duke, who to be too hard for him, with his 
accumulated Favours procur d a Commiſſion 
for him to be Captain-General of all the 
Portagneze Forces, and Advis'd him to draw 
down towards the Sea-coaſts, in order to pre- 
vent the Deſigns of the Enemy, for there 
was a Rupture between France and Spain at 
that Juncture; when at the ſame time he or- 
der'd the Spaniſh Admiral to put into ſome 
Port or other, as if driven in by ſtreſs of 
Weather, and to Invite his Highneſs Aboard, 
In order to carry him by force into Spain, 
ſince nothing elſe could prevail with him for 
that purpoſe. But the Fleet was overtaken 
by a Storm, many of em loſt, and the reſt 
0 diſpers'd that they could not reach the 
Coaſt of Portugal to accompliſh the Deſign. 
After this, the Governours 6f the ſeveral Gar-

Hoſtages, in Caſe of Need; and it was agreed 


that whilſt they were buſy in making them-

markable is, that among ſuch a Number of 
People, and ſome of em Women, none ſhould 
fail of their Word, or betray their Truſt.

' nent; and at the Foot of the Stairs met Frau- 
cis Soares de Albergaria, the Lord Chief Juſtice 
of Portugal, who ſeeing the Tumult, was

of Spain and Portugal; which Loyalty of his 


coſt him his Life, fop he was immediately 
ſhot Dead with a Piſtol for ſo doing.

The Cittadel being fall'n into their Hands, 
and the Conſpirators fecur'd on all fades; they 
immediately difpatch'd Mendoza, and the 
Great Maſter of the Game, to carry the hap- 
Py News to the Duke of Braganza, and aſ- 
{ure him that there wanted nothing to com- 
pleat the Peoples Joy, but the Preſence of 
their King, which was ardently deſir d; and 
to perfect what they had ſo ſucceſsfully un- 
dertaken, they met at the Palace, and there 
made Choice of the Archbiſhop of Liſbon for 
the Preſident of the Council, and Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the Kingdom during the Abſence of 
their New King; which Prelate was to have 
for his Councellors, D. Michael de Almeida, 
Peter de Mendoza, and D. Anthony de Almada. 
The Governour's firſt Care was to make 
himſelf Maſter of three Great Spaniſo Gal- 
leons, which he happily Accompliſh'd with- 
out much Reſiſtance, the Officers belonging 
to em having been ſecur'd afhore; and Ex- 
preſſes were difpatch'd the ſame Evening to 
all the Provinces, to excite the People to give 
Thanks for their Delivery from Tyranny and 
a Foreign power, and to Command all Ma- 
giſtrates and Men in Power to cauſe the Duke 
of Braganza to be proclaimed King in their 
ſeveral Diſtricts. Nor was there any thing 
omitted to Diſpoſe on for the a" 
2 0 
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of his Majeſty, the Vice-Queen having re- 
ceiv'd Notice from the Archbiſhop, that ſhe = 
muſt withdraw from the Palace, in order to 
make Room for the King and his Family. 
But the Duke of Braganza was yet in 
ſuſpence, not knowing how Matters had been 
carried at Liſbon, till Melo and Mendoza Ar- 
rivd at Villavicioſa. By the Joy of their 
Countenance, and their caſting themſelves 
at his Feet, he underſtood more than by 
their Words, that he was Declar'd King ot 


Portugal, and immediately Conducted them 


to the Putcheſs, whom they gave the Title 
of Majefty to; a Stile that had been unuſual 
in that Kingdom, their Kings and Queens, 
before then, having had only the Title .of 
Highneſs given em. Nor was D. John I- 
dle, for he had given Orders for himſelf to 
to be Proclaim d King of Portugal in all the 
Towns depending upon him; and Alonzo de 
Melo did the ſame for him at Elpas.

The whole Kingdom follow'd the Exam- 
ple of Lifbon, Infomuch, that in 15 Days 
the Spaniards were driven out of Portugal, 
only D. Ferdinand de la Cueva, Governour of 
the Caſtle of St. Julian, appear d Reſolute to 
keep that Fortreſs for the King his Maſter. 


The Garriſon conſiſted entirely of Spamards, 


Commanded by brave Officers, who made a 
Vigorous Reſiſtance at the firſt Approaches 
of the Portugueze, who had no Remedy but 
to Beſiege it in Form, and bring down 


Heavy Cannon againſt it, from Liſbon. But 


Treaty being the ſureſt, and often the ſhorteſt . 
way, the King made ſuch Advantagious Of- 
fers to the Governour, that the Governour 
could not Reſiſt, and a large Sim of Money, 
with a Commendary of the Order of Chrift 


forc'd him to Surrender, tho? the other Prin- 


cipal Officers refus'd to Sign the Capitulation. 

The King's Coronation followed the Re- 
duction of the Kingdom, which now entire-- 
ly ſubmitted to his Obedience, in the Con- 
queſt of this Place, which was performed 


with all poſſible Magnificence, the Duke of 


Aveiro, the Marquiſs of Villareal , the 
Duke of Caminba his Son, and the Count de 


Aionſanto, and all the Nobility of the King- 
dom aſſiſting at the Ceremony. The Arch- 
biſhop of Lisbon at the Head of his Clergy, 
and attended by ſeveral other Biſhops, Re- 
ceiv'd him at the Gate of the Cathedral, and 
there all the Three Eſtates took the Oaths of 
Allegiance to him, while Olivarex, who re- 
ceived the News of this Revolution at Ma- 
drid, to make the beſt of the Diſaſter, accoſt- 
ed King Philip with a Chearful Aſpect, as if 
he had got ſome Advantage over his Enemies, 
in this manner: Sir, I am come to wifh you much 
Foy of a Conſiderable Purcell of Land that is 
lately fallen to your Majeſty; for your Majeſty juft 
nom has had a Great Dutchy bequeath'd to you. 
The King in a Surprize, aſked in what man- 
ner. Nothing Sir, reply'd the Crafty Miniſter, 
but the Duke of Braganza is rm Mad, and has 


ier d bimſelf to be deluded by the Multitude, 


and Declared King of Portugal,. by which Uſur- 
pation all his Lands are forjeited to the Crown, 
and that Family being Extirpated, your Majeſty 
will for the future, Poſſeſs that Kingdom in Peace. 
But the King was not much taken with theſe 
ble Words, and very gravely told him, 
e was miſtaken in the Duke of Bragamxa's 
Temper, and that Care ought to be taken to 
ſuppreſs a Rebellion that he fear d would 
prove. of the moſt dangerous Conſequence. 

In this manner was this Revolution brought 
about, to the Surprize of all Nations, and 
notwithſtanding all the Attempts of the Spa- 
xards to regain the Kingdom, it continued, as 
it does to this Day in the Family of Bragan- 
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2a; and his Son Alphonſo ſucceeded King Jobn, 
after a ſucceſsful] Reign of 16 Years, wherein 
he concluded ſuch Alliances, and perform d 
ſuch Acts as made him both the Wonder and 
Terror of his Enemies. 24 
But tho' the Father was Fortunate in all 
his Actions, the Son was not; and what thro 
his Marriage with the Princeſs of Nemours 
who had no manner of Affection for him, and 
the Intrigues of Prince Peter his Brother, the 
preſent King of Portugal, and thro' his Vici- 
ous Acquaintance, whom he unbecoming his 
Birth and Quality, kept Company with, the 
Crown fate but very uneaſy upon his Head 
while he was poſſeſs d of it, for after he had 
taken the Exerciſe of the Government upon 
himſelf, his Subjects grew uneaſy ; thro' the 
Artifices of his Mother, Wife, and Brother, 
who Dethroned and Impriſoned him in the 
Caſtle of Cintra, where he died after ſixteen 
Years Confinement, without ſo much as a 
ſuitable Retinue to attend him, having but 
one ſingle Room for his Priſon, being after 
his Death reputed a Saint, who in his Life- 
time was accounted the worſt of Criminals. 
And here it may be material to acquaint 
you, how the preſent King brought his De- 
ſigns to bear with his Brother, for you in 
England are in the Dark as to this Affair.
